The content of this 
Group meeting was introductory in nature; its charter 
indicates a direct focus on identifying the workstation 
(CRT terminal) configuration of the near future. (More 
specific details of this project are available in P&PS.) 


b. LIMS 

(1) Key personnel of OL and OF (including Office 
Directors) met on 15 July to discuss OF concerns on 
the current status of project detailed requirements. 
An MFR on the meeting’s content has been prepared by 
P&PS. 


(2) On 13 July, QAG/ODP provided an overview on 
the future role of the LIMS User Functional Test 
Team — a team that will evaluate system software as 
developed and delivered by BAH in succeeding phases 
of the project, having participated in the prepara- 
tion of the System Acceptance Test Plan. The team 
will be composed of key personnel from ODP, OL , OF, 
and OIG. 
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(3) The LIMS Configuration Control Board con- 
vened on 18 July to review and pass judgement on 
system discrepancy reports. Of interest to OL and OF 
is that the Logistics System Objectives document will 
be revised to accommodate the need to clarify certain 
statements contained therein.
